Liberal Members Expected to 
Reach Final 0 e c i s i o n on 
Health Measure Today 

The British Columbia Govern¬ 
ment's health insurance bill was 
slated to faoe Its final teat in tha 
Liberal caucus late today. If given 
approval there. Its Introduction Into 
the House within tha next few days 
is anticipated. 

The caucus was expected to discuss 
a compromise solution to the prob¬ 
lem presented by the existence of 
private plana, some of which would 
be wiped out under the prosent bill 
The bill, aa It now stands, specifies 
that private schemes which give 
equal or better benefits than the gov¬ 
ernment ppln shall be exempt. How¬ 
ever. private members art taking the 
stand that all persons now contribut¬ 
ing to private health Insurance 
schemes should have a chance to say 
whether they will dispense with these 
and go Into the government plan. It 
Is expected amendments will be ad¬ 
vanced In caucus to make It optional 
whether such schemes .should be in¬ 
cluded. leaving It to a vote of the 
persons concerned. 


The action was taken In a twenty- 
minute public session whleh followed 
a secret session in which the Council 
members, had agreed to Hitler's de¬ 
mands for equality, with certain 
reservations.

AS AN EQUAL 

A lthough the tension over the 

violation by Germany of the Locarno Pact has 
been eased somewhat by Hitler's undertaking to be 
represented at a session of the League Council, and 
France's willingness to couiider a better scheme for 
security, the situation remains very complicated, to put 
it mildly. There is a dispute regarding the condi¬ 
tions on which Germany proposes to attend the meet¬ 
ing. Hitler demands that she be accepted as an equal 
and that peace proposals on a general basis be dis¬ 
cussed. France opposes the discussion of any other 
subject then the remilitarization of the Rhineland and 
the Locarno, treaty. She declines to accept the en¬ 
trance of German troops into the forbidden territory 
as justifiable or to deal with any other subject or 
subjects until these forces have been removed. 

France’s position is logical enough. Germany has 
broken two peace treaties, remains in possession of 
the fruits of her violation, and now offers another. 
If after these performances she is accepted on her own 
terms at any conference, she has the tacit approval 
of the other powers, and there would be no reason, 
in the opinion of the French, why she should not 
regard that approval as an encouragement to break any 
other agreement which arose out of the meeting in pre¬ 
cisely the same way.
